D. APPLETON & CO. RESUME PUB¬ 
LISHING. 

The advertisement in last week’s issue of 
The Publishers’ Weekly, of books about to 
be published with the imprint of D. Appleton 
& Co., may be regarded as a formal announce¬ 
ment of the resumption of business, after an 
interruption of four weeks, by this old and 
familiar firm. Though the receiver has not 
yet completed his survey of the business, it 
is the general understanding that the investi¬ 
gation of the affairs of the firm will result in 
a showing far better in every way than was 
expected. Indeed, the receiver has already 
stated that his examination seems to justify 
the conclusion that the assets of D. Appleton 
& Co. will exceed its liabilities in the ratio of 
more than two to one. Every act of the firm 
is characterized as honorable and, in the best 
sense, conservative, and the minute analysis 
of its affairs thus far has failed to discover 
any symptoms of recklessness or extrava¬ 
gance, the great plant having been preserved 
unmortgaged and unpledged. The prospect, 
therefore, for a satisfactory settlement, a 
sound reorganization, and a prosperous con¬ 
tinuation of the firm’s career, seems reasonably 
assured to those most intimately interested in 
the firm’s welfare. 

Painful as the ordeal must have been 
through which the firm has been obliged to 
pass, there must surely have been some con¬ 
solation to the individuals connected with the 
firm, in the many expressions of good will 


and sympathy that have come from every 
quarter—from authors and men of other pro¬ 
fessions, from the book trade and business men 
in general and from the press of this country 
and of Europe. A house with such a multi¬ 
tude of friends, if it remains as loyal to the 
best traditions of American book-making as it 
has been during the more than seventy years 
of its existence, need have no concern as to 
the continued and even increasing apprecia¬ 
tion of its work. 


THE CLUB BINDERY’S WORK. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have arranged for a dis¬ 
play of bookbindings done at the Club Bind¬ 
ery, that is attracting attention among 
bookbinders quite as much as among 
book lovers. The dress of a book may be a 
matter of individual taste; its binding, how¬ 
ever, must be the concern of the owner of 
every book worth preserving—and in this 
particular the work of the Club Bindery thus 
far is above reproach, though ornamentation 
also receives, due consideration. Honest 
workmanship, honest material, are every¬ 
where in evidence—in the folding, the sew¬ 
ing, forwarding, and covering. The ornamen¬ 
tation is classic rather than “striking;” but 
the workman, as a rule, applies accepted 
models in an original manner. In the sixty- 
two examples shown, fitness of ornamentation 
appears to have been the aim of the work¬ 
men, and the designs are patterns of tooling 
and inlay. The exhibition will remain open 
for several weeks and is well worth a long 
journey to see. 

The Club Bindery is an outgrowth of the 
Grolier Club, formed by some of its mem¬ 
bers to lift the art of bookbinding out of 
commercialism, and to vie with the best work 
of the French and English binderies. They 
subscribed for stock or shares a sum of money 
sufficient to furnish the necessary working 
capital, and now have, after about four years 
of patient experiment, an establishment as 
well equipped as any bindery, either at home 
or abroad. The management is under the di¬ 
rection of a committee appointed by the stock¬ 
holders, whose requirements or orders for 
work must be executed before any may be ac¬ 
cepted from non-shareholders. 


THE DALY MS. OF “'THE SCHOOL FOR 
SCANDAL.” 

Concerning the recent Daly sale a corre¬ 
spondent of the London Athenaum writes: 
“The late Mr. Augustin Daly did not pos¬ 
sess the original manuscript of ‘ The School 
for Scandal,’ so that any buyer in the auction 
in New York of the manuscript thus de¬ 
scribed in the sale catalogue of his library 
will not obtain what he expects. Mr. Daly 
told me that his copy in manuscript was pre¬ 
pared by Sheridan for presentation to Mrs. 
Crewe, but the original manuscript of which 
Moore gives an account and from which he 
makes some extracts in his ‘ Life of Sheridan ’ 
is now the property of Sheridan’s great-grand¬ 
son. and. with the original manuscripts of 
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other plays, is among the treasures of Mr. 
Algernon Sheridan’s library at Frampton 
Court. An amanuensis made several copies 
of the ‘ School for Scandal/ and late in life 
Sheridan began to revise and correct one of 
them with a view to publication. A copy 
was given to his elder sister, Mrs. Lefanu, 
which she sold, and the printed version of the 
play was made from it. This version, how¬ 
ever, differs in many particulars from the 
original manuscript, owing to changes made 
for stage purposes in the first copy, which 
were followed in all the others.”

Lanier and Mr. Everitt were also in the 
service of Charles Scribner’s Sons in various 
capacities, both in the magazine and book 
departments; J. L. Thompson was for years 
with A. C. McClurg & Co.; James MacAr- 
thur, the agent of the firm resident in Lon¬ 
don, was editor of The Bookman from its 
beginning, and literary adviser to Dodd, 
Mead & Co. This group of men, every one 
of whom is an active and working part of 
the business, bring together successful ex¬ 
perience, editorial, financial, and commercial. 
From the time a book-manuscript comes into 
the office till it reaches the bookseller, it is 
in the hands of a. member of the firm. The 
work of every department is done in con¬ 
stant co-operation; and no member of the 
firm is without successful practice of the 
duty that he performs.

PRICE PAID TO MILTON FOR " PARADISE 
LOST.” 

New York, April 23, 1900. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir : In your issue of April 21, “ W. M. 
S.” cites as erroneous a statement made by 
me in an address before the Booksellers’ 
League (printed in your issue of April 7) 
that “ Paradise Lost ” brought to its author 
only $75. He cites Masson as authority for 
the statement that the sum was five pounds, 
or $25. 

Permit me to say that I am unable to read 
Masson in this way. His account is very ex¬ 
plicit and extends over several pages in differ¬ 
ent parts of his sixth volume. Milton re¬ 
ceived, on signing the contract, five pounds 
and at the completion of the sale of the first 
edition five pounds more, this edition being 
limited to 1300 copies. He was to receive an¬ 
other five pounds for the second edition which 
was already on the market at the time of hir 
death. His widow collected this third sum of 
five pounds, making fifteen pounds in all, 
($75), and in addition was induced to part 
with all her right and title to the poem for 
the further sum of three pounds.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Robert Alan Mowbray Stevenson, the 
artist, died in London, on the 19th inst. He 
was born in Edinburgh, March 25, 1847, and 
was a cousin and life-long friend of Robert 
Louis Stevenson. He was at one time art 
critic of The Saturday Review , and contrib¬ 
uted extensively to many periodicals on art 
topics. Among his published works was 
“ The Art of Velasquez.” 

Mrs. Elizabeth Whitfield Bellamy died 
on the 15th inst. at Mobile, Ala. She was 
born at Quincy, Fla., April 17, 1837. In 
1858 she was married to Dr. Charles Edward 
Bellamy. She wrote much for the magazines 
under the pseudonym of “ Kamba Thorpe.” 
Her best-known book, “ Old Man Gilbert,” 
had a large sale because of its faithful por¬ 
trayal of Southern conditions. Her other 
books are “ Four Oaks,” “ Little Joanna,” 
and “ Penny Lancaster, Farmer.” 

The Rev. Charles Beecher, brother of 
Henry Ward Beecher, died at Haverhill, 
Mass., on the 21st. inst. He was born in 
Litchfield, Conn., October 7, 1815, and is the 
last surviving of the seven sons of the Rev. 
Lyman Beecher. He was the author of “ The 
Incarnation or Pictures of the Virgin and Her 
Son,” “ David and His Throne,” “ Pen Pic¬ 
tures of the Bible,” “ Autobiography and 
Correspondence of Lyman Beecher,” “ Re¬ 
deemer and Redeemed,” “ Spiritual Manifesta¬ 
tions,” and “ Eden Tableau.” 

Dr. Alphonse Milne-Edwards, a cele¬ 
brated French savant, died in Paris on the 
20th inst. Dr. Alphonse Milne-Edwards, 
like his father, Henri Milne-Edwards, devoted 
his life to natural history, and by his re¬ 
searches added largely to the science of zo¬ 
ology. Born in Paris, in 1835, he became an 
assistant to his father, who was professor of 
zoology at the Museum of Natural History. 
Since 1891 he had been director of that insti¬ 
tution. He accompanied the scientific ex¬ 
peditions of the Travailleur and the Talisman 
for the special study of submarine fauna, 
and for his discoveries was awarded the gold 
medal of the Geographical Society. Among 
his numerous scientific publications his study 
of the mammals and birds of Madagascar is 
particularly noteworthy. 

George Douglass Campbell, Duke of Ar¬ 
gyll, died in London on the 23d inst. Born 
in 1823 he was the second son of his father, 
the seventh Scottish Duke, but his elder 
brother having died, he succeeded to the es¬ 
tates in 1847. One of his favorite pursuits 
was geology, in which he was an acknowl¬ 
edged authority. The breadth of his mind 
and the extent of his intellectual attainments 
may be indicated by the names of a few of 
his more important publications such as “ The 
Reign of Law,” which has passed through 
many editions; “ Primeval Man,” “ History 
and Antiquities of Iona,” “ The Eastern 
Question.” “ The Unity of Nature,” “ An Eco¬ 
nomic History of Scotland.” “ Philosophy of 
Belief,” “ Poems,” etc. He is succeeded in 
the title by his eldest son, the Marquis of 
Lome, who in 1871 married the Princess 
Louise, fourth daughter of Queen Victoria. 

Henry H. Holloway, a well-known Phila¬ 
delphia dealer in second-hand books, died in 
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that city on the 5th inst. Mr. Holloway was 
born at Bordentown, N. J., in 1834. For 
about fifteen years he taught school, then, in 
1870, he commenced the old book business 
in a little shop on the east side of South 
Tenth, near Market Streets. His stock orig¬ 
inally was exclusively educational and school 
books; afterwards he added general litera¬ 
ture. For some years he prospered, and his 
stock increased to such an extent that he 
rented the adjoining store, and filled both 
stores with books. Then the tide turned and 
Mr. Holloway was obliged to sacrifice a large 
portion of his stock. He removed to a small 
room in a building on South Ninth near 
Cherry Streets, where he made an effort to 
continue in the book business, but failing in 
this, he put up a newspaper stand at the 
corner of Eighth and Wood Streets, where 
for a long time he doled out a miserable ex¬ 
istence. About ten years ago, assisted by a 
“ windfall,” he was enabled to begin again, at 
South Tenth Street above Walnut, with a 
small stock of books. A little later, he 
removed to 202 North Thirteenth Street, 
where he continued in the book business on a 
very modest scale. Mr. Holloway was a man 
of culture and good literary taste. Though 
suffering for thirty years or longer from a 
soinal complaint, in physique weak and puny, 
and beset with many trials, he was uniformly 
kind, genial in manner, and an entertaining 
conversationalist. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mme Sarah Grand has nearly finished her 
new novel. It bears the title of “ Babs the 
Impossible.” This is the book which it was 
at first intended should be called “ Petti¬ 
coats.” 

J. K. Huysmans, the author of 11 En 
Route,” has republished many of its pages in 
“ Pages Catholiques,” a book in which the 
author, under the pseudonym of “ Durtal,” 
narrates his conversion to the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church. He is said also to have com¬ 
menced a new work, to be called “ L’Oblat,” 
which will contain, like his previous ones, an 
analytical dissection of his feelings at the 
moment of writing. 

Professor Charles Eliot Norton has made 
arrangements to go to England this summer 
to perform the duties which devolve upon him 
as literary executor of John Ruskin. Some¬ 
what averse to any laborious course of pro¬ 
cedure in connection with this charge, Pro¬ 
fessor Norton has resolved to make the work, 
as nearly as may be, one of exclusion rather 
than inclusion; and his plan in this regarjd 
is likely to be facilitated by his conviction, 
more than once announced to his friends, that 
too much of Ruskin has already been pub¬ 
lished. 

David Dwight Wells, whose new book, 
“ His Lordship’s Leopard,” is about to be 
published by Henry Holt & Co., is a son of the 
late David A. Wells, the eminent economist, 
and was born April 22, 1868, at Norwich, 
Conn. He was graduated from Harvard 
University, with honorable mention in Eng¬ 
lish literature, in 1893. In 1893 and 1894 he 
wrote stories and articles for various mag¬ 
azines and papers. Appointed by President 


Cleveland as second secretary for the United 
States Embassy at London, in July, 1894 he 
held that position till October, 1896, resign¬ 
ing at that time, and returning to America. 
Since then he has been engaged in literary 
pursuits. He is living abroad, and at present 
enjoying a trip down the Nile. “ Her Lady¬ 
ship’s Elephant,” his first novel, appeared in 
1898, and has now reached its tenth printing. 
This story was founded on an actual inci¬ 
dent of a “ busted ” American who gave a 
real elephant as a guarantee for a loan from 
one of Uncle Sam’s representatives. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Ex- President Cleveland’s addresses on 
the “ Independence of the Executive,” deliv¬ 
ered at Princeton April 9 and 10, will appear 
in the June and July issues of The Atlantic. 

After May 1 Harper’s Bazar will appear 
every Saturday in magazine form or as an 
octavo, instead of in the old-fashioned folio 
size. Many new features of a distinctly lit¬ 
erary and artistic character will be introduced. 
Among the contributors already secured for 
the coming months are Mrs. Humphry Ward, 
Dr. Van Dyke, Stephen Crane, Mme. Mar- 
chesi, W. D. Howells, and Mary E. Wilkins. 
The illustrations will be by the leading artists 
of the day.

New York City. —John Phillips, editor of 
McClure’s Magazine since its inception, has 
been admitted into partnership with S. S. Mc¬ 
Clure in his book publishing department. The

added to the Citizen's Library. 
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D. Appleton & Co. will publish immedi¬ 
ately “ The Last Lady of Mulberry,” a story 
of the Italian quarter of New York, by 
Henry Wilton Thomas, with many illus¬ 
trations by Emil Poliak; “ Garthoven,” a 
Welsh story by Allen Raine; “ The Lunatic 
at Large,” a romance by J. Stover Clouston; 
“ The Farringdons,” Miss Ellen Thorney- 
croft Fowler’s new story; and a new edition 
of her first success, “ Concerning Isabel Car¬ 
naby.” Frank M. Chapman’s “ Bird Studies 
with a Camera” will be ready for the sum¬ 
mer, and Waliszewski’s “ History of Rus¬ 
sian Literature” will be added to Appleton's 
Literatures of the World Series. 

John Lane will publish shortly a volume 
by Arthur Symons on “ The Symbolist Move¬ 
ment in Literature,” which is highly com¬ 
mended by Edmund Gosse; also, “ Senator 
North,” Miss Gertrude Atherton’s new novel. 
Mr. Lane announces a new series of volumes 
to be published under the general title of 
The Lovers' Library. The first volume will 
be the “ Love Poems of Shelley,” each page 
having ornamental head and tail pieces in 
tint. At monthly intervals there will be pre¬ 
sented through the same series some love 
poems of Browning, of Keats, and of Tenny¬ 
son. They will publish at once a romantic 
novel of life in Italy by Henry Harland, to 
be entitled “ The Cardinal’s Snuffbox.” 

Herbert S. Stone & Co. have just issued 
Annie Holdsworth’s “ The Valley of the 
Great ShadowRoyal Cortissoz’s “ The 
Slave,” and Stanley Waterloo’s “ The Seek¬ 
ers.” Among books immediately forthcom¬ 
ing they announce George Moore’s new com¬ 
edy, “ The Bending of the BoughIbsen’s 
“ When We Dead Awakenand George Ade’s 
“ A Chicago Aesop.” The house is also about 
to bring out new editions of the earlier works 
of G. Bernard Shaw, which were not copy¬ 
righted in this country. This firm is the 
authorized representative of Mr. Shaw in the 
United States, and alone has his permission 
to issue his books. The first novel will be 
“ Love Among the Artists,” which, though 
one of Mr. Shaw’s earliest books, is also one 
of his cleverest. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. may be congrat¬ 
ulated on being among the publishers who 
have put their imprint within the year upon 
phenomenally successful historical novels. 
Published on the seventeenth of April, “ To 
Have and to Hold ” has already reached the 
200,000 mark. Testimonials to the merit of 
this book come from all parts of the country. 
Miss Repplier and Joel Chandler Hazard 
have specially praised Miss Johnstone’s latest 
story. Her previous book, “ Prisoners of 
Hope,” is of even finer quality, perhaps too 
fine for the average reader who runs up the 
sale of successful books. The success of 
■“ To Have and to Hold ” will no doubt give 
new lease of life to “ Prisoners of Hope,” 
a novel that is truly literature. 

One of the most popular of German al¬ 
manacs, the “ Lahrer Hinkender Bote,” has 
reached its hundredth year. Founded in 1801 
by Johann Heinrich Geiger, who edited it 
for many years, its circulation during the 


first half of this century was limited to Baden 
and South Germany; but it has long since 
found buyers throughout Germany and 
wherever there is a German colony, and the 
sale now amounts to about a million copies. 
The title “ Hinkender Bote,” has been popu¬ 
lar for more than two centuries, and has been 
used for more than one similar publication. 
It was probably chosen as typical of the 
slowness with which news travelled in those 
bygone days, and because the annual came 
limping with its budget of news at the end 
of the year. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish early 
next month “ The Machine Abolished,” by 
Dr. Charles C. P. Clarke, who in this work 
presents his final discussion of the problem 
of rule by bosses and popular elections; a 
new edition from new plates, both in cloth 
and paper covers, of “ The Leavenworth 
Case,” bv Anna Katherine Green; and two 
volumes by Elisabeth Knight Tompkins— 
the first being “ Talks with Barbara,” a 
fresh and clever dialogue dealing with the 
opportunities and restrictions met with by 
young men and women of the present day; 
the second, entitled “ The Things That 
Count,” will form a new volume of the Hud¬ 
son Library. They have just added to their 
Story of the Nations series, “ Modern Italy,” 
by Pietro Orsi, translated by Mary Alice 
Vialls. 

Merrill & Baker will be the sole Ameri¬ 
can agents of “ The Universal Anthology,” 
an attempt to present the cream of 6,000,000 
books contained in the National Library, 
Paris, the British Museum, the German Na¬ 
tional Library, Berlin, and the Library of 
Congress, Washington, the librarians of the 
first and third institutions named, Messrs. 
Leon Vallee and Alois Brandi, and Dr. 
Richard Garnett, for fifty years the Keeper 
of Printed Books of the British Museum, 
being the editors, assisted by Ainsworth 
R. Spofford, Chief Assistant Librarian of 
Congress. The work will be in at least thirty 
volumes and will include selections from the 
literatures of the whole world arranged 
chronologically, from the cuneiform inscrip¬ 
tions to the present day, from “ The Book 
of the Dead,” to Mark Twain. 

Laird & Lee, Chicago, have just issued a 
work that is attracting great attention in 
scientific circles abroad, entitled “ The Prac¬ 
tice of Palmistry for Professional Purposes 
and Scientific Students,” by Comte C. de 
Saint-Germain of the University of Paris. 
The author condemns every idea of mystery 
or occultism, every tendency to connect palm¬ 
istry with astrology or Kabalistic rites, and 
stands wholly on a basis of physiological re¬ 
searches and results. They have also just 
ready a novel by Fred T. Jane, entitled “The 
Violet Flame,” a strange and weird tale of 
a catastrophe about to take place which cul¬ 
minates in the destruction of the whole 
human race. They will shortly publish “ A 
Lord’s Courtship,” an illustrated novel of 
modern match-making, by Lee Meriwether; 
and “ A Woman of Nerve,” by Dr. N. T. 
Oliver, author of “ An Unconscious Crime.” 
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Christie, Manson & Woods, London, sold 
on the 9th inst. the Tite copy of the Coverdale 
Bible of 1535, for £300. On the same day they 
sold a copy of “ Paul et Virginie,” 1806, with 
six plates after Moreau, etc., a presentation 
copy from Mile. Virginie St. Pierre to l’Abbe 
Richard, £20. Hans Holbein’s “ Portraits of 
the Court of Henry vm.,” 1792, with me¬ 
moirs by E. Lodge, £20. Sir Joshua Reyn¬ 
olds’s Works, second series, 200 fine plates, 
proofs, 1865, £40. First Folio of Shakespeare, 
1623, with several leaves in facsimile, £170; 
the Second Folio, 1632, wanting several 
leaves, £25; the reproduction of the First 
Folio, edited by Howard Staunton, 1866, £30. 
“Horae Beatae Mariae Virginis, a ms. of the 
fifteenth century by a French artist, 117 
leaves, each with floriated borders, and 17 
fine miniatures, £490; and a folio containing 
W. S. Gilbert’s original drawings for the 
illustrations to “ Songs of a Savoyard,” £35. 
All these lots belonged to the library of the 
late J. C. Haslam. 

Fleming H. Revell Company publish this 
week the authorized “ Life of Dwight L. 
Moody,” which has been prepared, in ac¬ 
cordance with the late evangelist’s expressed 
wish, by his son William R. Moody. Ad¬ 
vance orders alone require a first edition o l 
150,000 copies. The book is being printed 
in New York and Chicago and not less than 
five large printing establishments and a half 
dozen binderies have been engaged in con¬ 
nection with this work. They also publish 
a volume of sketches of life and work 
among the Telugus of India, by the Rev. 
Dr. Jacob Chamberlain, entitled “The Co¬ 
bra’s Den.” They have in preparation an 
authoritative account of mission work along 
the Congo River in Africa entitled “ Pioneer¬ 
ing on the Congo,” by Rev. W. Holman 
Bentley, who writes from a twenty-one years 
experience in this country. This work will 
be in two large volumes copiously illustrated 
from sketches, photographs, etc. The same 
firm will also publish shortly a work by Rev. 
S. N. Zwemer, entitled “ Arabia the Cradle 
of Islam,” which gives a readable description 
of the “neglected peninsular.” 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish at once 
David Dwight Wells’s new book, “ His Lord¬ 
ship’s Leopard,” in which the author has 
done his best to amuse his readers by a be- 
wilderingly rapid succession of strange hap¬ 
penings that commence in “ the Borough of 
Manhattan ” and continue in Canada and 
England, where the end is finally reached 
at “ His Lordship’s Palace.”

They have also nearly ready “ Speci¬ 
mens of the Forms of Discourse,” edited by 
Prof. E. H. Lewis of Lewis Institute, Chica¬ 
go ; Tennyson’s “ The Princess,” edited by 
Prof. L. A. Sherman of the University of 
Nebraska, the feature of which will be ques¬ 
tions, similar to those which Prof. Sherman 
has used in his “ Macbeth,” designed to 
develop literary appreciation in the student 
by making him do his own thinking. A 
new edition, from new nlates, of Cham- 
plin’s “ Young Folks’ Cyclopaedia of Persons 


and Places,” in which all the articles have 
been revised and many new ones, especially 
on American subjects, included, will make its 
appearance next week. 

Harper & Brothers announce books in 
various departments of literature. A book 
of permanent value is Col. A. K. McClure’s 
“ Our Presidents and How We Make Them, ’ 
with preface by Postmaster-General Charles 
Emory Smith, and portraits of the presi¬ 
dents. The author has been in personal con¬ 
tact with every national convention and his 
book is specially timely in a presidential year. 
Mrs. Gaskell’s “ Life of Charlotte Bronte 
will be added to the Haworth edition of 
the “ Works of the Bronte Sisters,” as will 
also Anne Bronte’s “Tenant of Wildfell 
Hall.” Among the fiction to be ready during 
the summer will be John Kendrick Bangs’ 
“ The Booming of Acre HillOwen Wister’s 
“The Jimmyjohn Boss, and Other Stories;” 
T. A. Janvier’s “ The Passing of Thomas, and 
Other Stories;” John Fox, Jr.’s “A Cumber¬ 
land Vendetta,” in a new illustrated edi¬ 
tion; Edmund P. Dole’s “Hiwa;” and Percy 
White’s “The West End.” A companion 
volume to “ China in Transformation,” has 
been prepared by Archibald Colquhoun, to be 
called “ Overland to China.” They will 
publish at once “Adam Grigson,” a story of 
life in English upper classes, by Mrs. Henry 
de la Pasteure; and “As Seen by Me,” a 
description of men and places seen by Lil¬ 
lian Bell, the author of “ Love Affairs of an 
Old Maid,” etc., while travelling in England, 
France, Germany, Poland, Russia, Turkey, 
Greece, and up the Nile. 

Just how far the publication of a serial 
story can affect the circulation of a magazine 
is uncertain, and opinions on this subject are 
apt to be varied and conflicting.

A further indication of the interest aroused 
by Mr. Barrie’s story was the immediate ef¬ 
fect noticeable in the sales of Mr. Barrie’s 
former story, “ Sentimental Tommy,” of 
which 100,000 copies have already been sold. 
To meet the increased demand a new edition, 
in paper, of 50,000 copies, has just been pub¬ 
lished. The increase of interest in the Barrie 
story, “ Tommy and Grizel,” is apparent in 
the desire of new subscribers to obtain the 
numbers containing the first instalments of 
the story, and in order to meet this desire 
the publishers have adopted the rather novel 
plan of printing the first three instalments of 
“ Tommy and Grizel ” in pamphlet form, and 
presenting it to new subscribers, in order that 
they may have the serial from the beginning.
